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RAIL Way CONSTRUCTION IS OVERDUE. 


News of the railroads for a long time past, generally speaking, 


has not been encouraging, notwithstanding the widespread conviction 
and satisfaction that, considering everything, the transportation com- 
panies have been passing through a trying period in a manner cred- 
itable alike to themselves and to the country they are intended to 
serve, Their policy has been one of watching and waiting. It has 
likewise been a policy of ‘hoping—hoping for a turn in the tide of 
public sentiment, that old conditions might be restored, that reaction 
might set in—and to this degree hoping has been in vain. Nothing 
has been clearer to disinterested observers of the railroad situation, 
in recent years than that the old methods, the old practices, the old 
relations with the public, with polities and with governmental bodies 
have become things of the past. Equally clear has it become that 
readjustment to the new conditions on the part of railway owners 
and railway managers ‘is an absolute essential to railway prosperity. 

It is a matter of common knowledge that the railroads of the 
United States have fallen far behind accepted standards in general 
equipment, that improvements and betterments on most of the lines 
are long overdue; and when any of the great corporations in these 
days departs from the rule of inaction and, without longer watching 
or. waiting—and without longer hoping in the sense referred to— 
enters upoti construction, no matter how inconsequential or compre- 
hensive, there is 4 feeling of public relief. 

_ News from Sacramento of improvements and betterments on the 
Santa Fe system involving an expenditure of about $1,250,000 is of 
this. character. Many of the improvements and betterments con- 
templated are to be purely local. They will not affect the whole sys- 
tem perceptibly, nor will they be felt by the general passenger or 
freigat patronage. The importance of the appropriation and its pur- 
pose lies in this, that they bear testimony to an awakening on the 
vart of the railroads to the fact that they must make the best of 
conditions as they find them. Greater business than was ever done 
by them before, there is reason to believe in coming to the carrying 
companies in the near future, and those companies that are best 
prepared for the handling of it will get the largest share of it. Watch- 
ing, waiting and hoping should give place to doing on the railroads 
in all parts of the country.

HOME RULE IN TAXATION. 


Editor Daily News: In May, 1913, 
the Legislature resolved by a two to 
one vote to submit to the people of 
this state, at the general election 
in November, 1914, an amendment 
for home rule in taxation.

change its present plan or system of 
taxation, but it will give the cities 
and towns in this state the right to 
change the system if they wish to do

LOW DEATH AND HIGH 
BIRTH RATE FEATURES 
— OF LIFE IN RICHMOND 


The birth rate in Richmond is in- 
creasing by leaps and ‘bounds, as 
shown by the report of the city 
health commissioner for the year 
ending June 30, 1914, which was 
made to the city council last night. 
The births for this year totaled 314, 
against 273 for 1918, 218 for 1912, 
188 for 1911 and 136 for 1910. The 
births reported in Richmond for this 
fiscal year were nearly equally dis- 
tributed as to sex, there being 147 
baby girls and 167 bay boys. This 
month’s record showed nearly 50 per 
cent more girls than boys. 

The grim reaper called 124 from 
Richmond for the fiscal year 1914, of 
which number 71 were actual resi- 
dents of the city. Of the total num- 
ber 73 were males and 41 females. 

In 1913 thére Were 152 deaths, in 
1912, 130; in 1911, 115, aud ‘in 1910, 
98. 

The causes assigned to the deaths | = 
reported were largest for heart dis- 
ease, next by old age, tuberculosis, 
pneumonia, cancer, Bright’s disease, 
typhoid, accidefits, meningitis, diph- 
theria, bronchitis nad general causes. 

There were only 17 contagious dis- 
eases reported, seven of which were 
diphtheria, and scarlet fever, two for 
typhoid fever and one case of small- 
pox. 

Special attentign was called to the 
remarkably low death rate which the 
city has on record, and high birth 
rate. ae
